1. In aecorctance with instructions of AOD/P, Pro]oct WUDJBPOT 
asset files bare be«a reviewed with the view toward satisfying both JCS 
hot war reqoiremeiits and possiblle Agwtcy ccmtingeney needs for unilateral 
use in cold war sitnatioas. AchlittoaaUy* dlseussiens were held with 

hflr. Selwfqrer of DOD, Colonel Bdangold of WPB and Messrs ^Is and 
Farnsworth of ^2D relative to additional re^piirements fop ecndemplated 
Agency needs. 

2. The following facts are <»>a8ider^ worth noting at this Una : 

A. No flqpecific requirements were levied by or WPS; 
however, OOB was advised Uiat there are at presmit 12 geograi^cal 
areas comprising the currmd Official Critical List, the bulk of which 
could be covered by agsot pers(Mmel having a "good'* or better knowl> 
edge (d French, S{mni^ or Portuguese languages. 

B. WBDBPOT reservists presently inimber 115. Attachment '*A** 
is a tnreakdOwn by area division and ethnic background or language. 

C. The reserve files have been screened and 14 reflect (untested) 
knowledge cd French, S Spanish and none Portuguese. See Attaclunent 



D. Reserve flies have been reviewed for agents considered likely 
to respond to call for cold war use in areas other than their respective 
ethnic areas. This group totals 51 and is Attachment *’C". Actual 
response by these or others would be conditioned by a mimber of 
factors, i. e. job security, family needs, and so forth. 

£. Of the above 31, ten responded to the call for Cuba, and ten 
for Berlin.

The request included French, ^paatidi 
and Portuguese; however, inasmuch as we have not yet received 
the IM, and ^ to necessary lead time for trace runs, PDA, 
reeruitmant tri{m, QA, etc. , it will {u^cdtably impos8tt»ie to 
any perscmnel from these leads in time for Class XVI. 

3. Conclttslons are: 

A. Feel certain we could recruit al^nit 50% of {uresent reservists 
for general type sendee. 



B. Could pr(^Nd>ly not meet (Fr ^ St Port) language requirements. 

C. Need specific requirements to gttido future recruitment and 
possibly revise trabiing tor specific needs* 

4. Dependent upon requirements, DOB cmild proceed as folloum: 

A. Assess saresent class during braining for ’’gmmralists” and 
attempt to contract them for general purpose assignments in addition 
to hot-war. 

B. Do same with Class XVI 

C. Csing OTH Lang«^e Laboratory facilities, test by mall 
the language ability of the personnel on Mtachmsnt "B”. 
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D. Attempt to contract for general typs service any or all 
of these (C above). 

E. Coaemtrato next recrttitment phase cm S^Eanteh, French 
and POrtngaese leads. (1!his wlU recioire new cover aiqproaoh 
plus language te^ttog. ) 

F. ConUime to reemit for JCS iuMt^war requirements eim- 
earrmtly with ecmUngemcy recruitme^ (Emjphasis Is tm Atbanimi, 
Bolgarian, Rnmantan and Russlaa. )
